A., Well, it was not a question., It was a 
question of reconstructing my position, because each 
executive of EDF had to be transferred to the -- to

And we discuss the conditions for my position 
there; but obviously, according to my previous 
position before leaving to Argentina, my position was 
R-l.. 

Q„ Okay, But, you received the R-l designation 
when you returned from Argentina in 2002; is that 
correct? 

A., It was my position, yes.. And we discussed my

A.. It was Henri Ducre .. Henri, Henry but with an 
I at the end.. And Ducre, D-U-C-R-E.. 

Q.. While you were in Argentina to whom did you 
report? 

A.. To the board and to EDF.. 

Q, The board of -- 

A., The board of Edenor.. 

Q. Okay., And you also reported to EDF,. 

A,. Yes.. 

Q.. Who at EDF did you report to? 

A.. Well, to the chairman and CEO, Francois 
Roussely., To a general -- like a CO or something like 
that.. And his name was Caperan, Caperan is 
C-A-P-E-R-A-N.. And also to the finance division, to 
people in the international division.. 

Q. Did you report at all to Fernando Ponasso? 

A„ Fernando Ponasso was the nonexecutive 
chairman of the board.. Yes.. I -- I worked with him, 
yes, also.. 

Q., I'm sorry.. You said he was what? 

A.. I worked with him, but. I -~ he was the 
nonexecutive chairman of the board.. 
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36 

more than 12 percent, 13 percent net for 
shareholders -- I could see it more prudent to --to 
do -- to gave --to give better service to customers 
and also to the local authorities and to the 
government ., 

And -- but the position of Ponasso, he was 
impressed by the -- the strength of the Spanish 
shareholder,, And he didn't want to have any 
difficulty with them, because at. that time it, was not 
obvious that EDF would become the -- the single 
shareholder.. It was more likely that the Spanish 
would become the -- the main shareholder,. 

Q„ Were there any other issues that you 
disagreed with Fernando Ponasso on other than this one 
you have just, described? 

A.. Yes, several.. Well, we had an important one,, 
It was an issue about, the technical discussion with 
local authorities about, a -- to make it simple, the 
oil which is in electric transformers may have some 
risk.. 

In fact, our -- we run that very properly; 
but, again, I had to defend the company against 
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37 

claims,. And -- and even when we had no -- we were not 
guilty, he did not support the position of the 
company,. He stepped -— he stayed backwards and 
waiting for a result., 

Q.. What, were the claims that you had to defend 
against? 

A. In oil transformers you have -- in electric 
transformers, I'm sorry, you have oil to cool down the 
process., And in this oil you may have some components 
dangerous ., 

And then we had a couple of leaks, because if 
we operate -~ some explosions of transformers and so 
on.. And people claimed that we had dangerous -- 
dangerous substances in the -- in our oil- 
Then we had to make lots of analysis, proofs, 
expertise and so on., And, in fact, we -- it is 
difficult, because this oil may come from -- it's not 
brand new.. We did not pour it ourselves in these 
transformers,, It was poured 10 years before ox even 
sometimes 2 years before.. And we didn't, know what, 
may -- what, may happen.. 

But. I defended the company with good faith 
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3i 

and making analysis with transparency.. And as he was 
afraid of the results he stayed backwards, not — 
again, the same position then before, not helping the 
company, staying very prudent when at that time we 
needed to go and -- and defend the company.. 

Q, So you believed that. Mr.. Ponasso did not. 
defend the company and should have defended the 
company during these claims ., 

A., Yes; should have a bit more.. Yes.. 
Q.. What else should he have done? 
A,. I'm sorry? 

Q.. What else did you think that Mr., Ponasso 
should have done? 

A.. Well, when we -- we had a lot. of technical 
work about that .. He was not involved in that. , but, 
as -- even as a nonexecutive chairman of the board he 
was supposed to speak with the politicians or -- not. 
in formal meeting but in informal meetings or in 
private activities but. to -- to defend the company, 
stick to the position of the company. 

And he avoided these contacts ,. And he 
avoided speaking of -- of the issue with the 
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authorities and other people., 

Q,. What period of time did this dispute take 
place with the claims against the company about the 
dangerousness of the transformers and the explosions? 
A., I did not say "dispute".. I say these facts,, 
Let us say these facts.. Well, the first, example 
occurred mainly by the year 2000, end of 1999 and the 
year 2000, up to the vote of the board in beginning of 
2001 on the accounting.. 

And the second was mainly in 2001 or maybe 
end of -- the incidents started -- incidents, I mean 
technical incidents, started by the end of 2000 and 
lasting in 2 001... 

Q., Were those still ongoing when you left, in 
early 2002? 

A.. Yes.. My successor had to deal with some 
aspects, but. the main --we had replaced some 
transformers,, And we had done the main -- main job in 
2 001., 

Q .. What position did Fernando Ponasso take after 
EDF acquired 10 percent of Edenor? 

A., He stayed -- for a while he stayed in the

A.. Yes, but once „ 

Q, Were you ever presented with any type of 
performance evaluation while you were in Argentina? 
A.. Well, each year with the board, yes,. 
Q. Do you recall what your ratings were? 
MS.. REGAL: Object to the form of the 
question., 

A, It. was not rating, formal rating,. It was a 
decision to give the bonus or not .. This was the 
rating., 

Q, Did you have an actual document that was 
called a performance evaluation or performance review 
or some other type of document like that? 

A.. Well, the performance evaluation was the -- 
the budget, and the results of the company.. 

Q.. Did anyone work with you on a document that 
evaluated your performance with rankings or ratings or 
anything? 

A., No.. The board made the evaluation each year 
when voting on the accounting and the results.. 

Q.. Okay.. Was that, in writing or was that just a 
verbal evaluation?

MS.. REGAL: Object to the form of the 
question.. 

A, Well, the documents, the budget results 
and -- and also a general report on the activities of 
the company during the year, what I made on each 
months; but. I made one each year, also.. 

And these -- these documents were written, 
but the decision of the board was the discussion and 
the vote of the board and of the -- the committee for 
remunerations ., 

Q.. I'm sorry., I didn't understand whether you 
said were or weren't... Were they written or were they 
not. written? 

A, The document -- the budgets report, and so on 
were written.. And the discussions of the board and 
main shareholders were not. written.. 

Q,. Did you consider your time in Argentina as 
the CEO of Edenor to be a positive experience for you? 
A.. What do you mean by "positive"? 
Q„ Did you think that, it was something that you 
really enjoyed doing, that you thought that you were 
doing an excellent job, you were happy with that 
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performance ? 

A, It was a very hard time; but. positive, yes.. 
Q.. And what do you mean by "it was a very hard 
time"? 

A.. Well, the -- the country is different country 
from the United States and Europe,, It's very 
difficult negotiations with the -- it. is different 
culture.. And there axe specific problems in emerging 
countries,. And it. was very interesting to discover, 
to deal with; but very, very hard.. 

Q. But overall you thought it was a positive 
experience „ 

A.. Yes.. And -- yes, it was positive experience, 
because I got good results.. I could improve -- in 
spite of difficulties with the shareholders I could 
improve the -- the results, financial results, of the 
company but also the quality of service to customers 
and, also, customer satisfaction.. 

We had -- it's another kind of evaluation of 
my job.. We had a rating of the customer satisfaction 
of quality of service,, And these surveys made by 
outside companies or even by the regulator were in 
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86 

progress during my time.. 

Q.. Did the board of Edenor ever express any 
dissatisfaction with your performance or with you 
while you were in Argentina? 

A,. You -- you say dissatisfaction? 
Q, Yes,, 
A.. No.. 

Q. Did EDF express any dissatisfaction with your 
performance or with you while you were in Argentina? 

A.. With my performance, no,. We had some 
differences of view,. We -- some executives in EDF, 
not, all of them, about the strategy and the 
implementation of EDF, not of Edenor.. 

Q,. Who were the executives at. EDF that, had 
differences with you on strategy and implementation? 
A.. One was the -- the CO or not, the --he had 
not this title of CO, but it doesn't matter,. It's a 
very complicated French title,. And his name I already 
told,. It was Caperan, C-A-P-E-R-A-N.. 

And another one was the -- responsible for 
international division.. And his name was Kallstrand.. 
Kallstrand is K-A-L-L-S-T-R-A-N-D,.
